SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  GILMANTON 

FOR  1892. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Owing  to  the  decease  of  the  chairman  of  the  school  board, 
there  is  no  report  of  a  few  summer  schools.  The  citizens  will 
please  pardon  this  unavoidable  omission. 

The  schools  for  the  past  year  have  been  conducted  largely  by 
teachers  residing  in  town,  a  majority  of  them  being  students  or 
graduates  of  Gilmanton  Academy. 

The  terms  have  been  short,  owing  to  the  limited  amount  of 
money  raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes. 

Parents  who  wish  to  give  their  children  a  better  education 
than  they  can  attain  in  our  public  schools  will  act  wisely  if  they 
patronize  the  Academy.  There  they  have  the  best  of  instruc- 
tion and  many  advantages  which  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  fur- 
nish. Now  that  we  have  so  able  an  institution  in  our  town, 
why  not  patronize  it  ?  Why  send  our  children  away  to  acquire 
an  education  when  we  have  just  as  good  privileges  at  home  ? 
Let  each  one  who  has  children  to  send  register  his  or  her  name 
at  Gilmanton  Academy,  and  I  will  grant  at  the  close  of  the  term 
ou  will  be  pleased  with  their  improvement.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

KELLEY    DISTRICT    NO.     I. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Georgia  M. 
Griffin.  In  this  school,  reading  received  more  attention  than  is 
customary  in  district  schools.  The  blanks  of  the  class  in  book- 
keeping were  models  of  neatness  and  accuracy.  From  the 
primer  to  the  most  advanced  class,  the  answers  were  correct  and 
very  prompt ;  hardly  an  incorrect  statement  during  the  exam- 
ination. 

Fall  term  of  seven  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Ayer.  This 
is  a  hard-working  school,  and  a  very  easy  one  to  govern.  The 
scholars  are  eager  to  gain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  text-books 
furnished  them.  They  are  willing  to  obey  the  rules  of  their 
teacher;  therefore  nothing  was  left  behind  that  would  crown 
their  efforts  with  success. 

POTTER    DISTRICT    NO.     2. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Sadie  M.  Farrar. 
This  is  a  very  good  school  for  improvement ;  it  is  composed 
mostly  of  advanced  scholars  who  know  the  worth  of  an  education, 
and  spare  no  pains  in  making  the  greatest  improvement  possible.

Winter  term  of  eight  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Myra  A.  Morrill, 
of  Rochester.  In  this  district  Miss  Morrill  made  her  second  at- 
tempt to  teach.  She  labors  earnestly  for  the  welfare  of  her 
scholars.  She  is  always  on  the  alert,  ever  ready  to  lend  a  help- 
ing hand  to  those  in  need  of  assistance,  and  explains  her  work 
thoroughly. 

Owing  to  sickness  your  committee  was  unable  to  be  present  at 
the  closing  exercises,  but  those  that  were  report  a  very  successful 
term.

She 
early  gains  by  her  ladylike  manner  the  good  will  of  her  scholars, 
which  makes  it  pleasant  for  both  scholars  and  teacher.

Winter  term  of  eight  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Georgia  M.  Grif- 
fin. This  school  was  not  quite  up  to  the  standard.  It  seemed 
to  lose  the.  interest  it  has  previously  taken.  The  conveniences 
and  pleasant  surroundings  of  the  schoolhouse  are  efficient  aids  to 
the  scholars,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  only  way  to 
acquire  an  education  is  by  hard  study.  The  rhetorical  exercises 
were  very  good.

The  greatest  improvement 
was  by  a  class  in  grammar.  This  class  completed  Harvey's  small 
grammar  in  six  weeks,  a  very  good  result.

Two  terms  of  eight  weeks  each  both  taught  by  Miss  Mary  A. 

This  is  a  small  school  but  a  school  in  which  the 
teacher  has  had  the  full  co-operation  of  all  the  pupils  and  their 
parents,  consequently  both  terms  were  a  grand  success. 

One  of  the  school  charts  was  placed  in  this  school  the  second 
term  and  awakened  quite  an  amount  of  enthusiasm.  The  exam- 
inations were  very  satisfactory,  being  both  prompt  and  nearly 
perfect. 

It  seems  only  proper  to  note  the  fact  that  five  j^upils  never 
missed  a  word  in  spelling  for  eight  weeks,  also  the  first  classes  in 
arithmetic,  grammar,  and  geography  did  not  miss  a  question  in 
their  daily  recitations.
